DIAZ DE LA PENA, (N. V.) . France 

Born at Bordeaux, August 21, 1808. His parents were ban¬ 
ished from Spain on account of political troubles, and at ten 
years of age Diaz was left an orphan in a strange country. 
At fifteen years of age he was apprenticed to a maker of por¬ 
celain, where his talent first displayed itself. He quarreled 
with and left his master, and subsequently spent several years 
in most bitter poverty. After his ability as a most wonderful 
colorist was recognized, Diaz painted and sold many pictures, 
working even too constantly, as if endeavoring by the accu¬ 
mulation of a vast fortune to avenge the poverty of his youth. 
Medals, 1844, 1846, 1848. Legion of Honor, 1851. Died, 
from the bite of a viper, November 18, 1876. Diploma to the 
Memory of Deceased Artists (Exposition Universelle), 1878. 

“ In the group of painters beyond the average, Diaz de la 
Pena is the great artist of the fantastical. Anything serves 
him as a pretext for bringing to light his marvellous aptitude 
as a colorist. He dots the pond-side, where the sun gleams, 
with peasant girls, mere little red touches. In his sun-gilt 
landscapes Diaz puts such figures as offered, by their cos¬ 
tumes, a pretext for the wealth of his palette. From the 
Orient, as he passes through it, he only collects the remem¬ 
brances of silky stuffs and golden embroideries, spreading 
forth their pride in the sun ; from Italy he only preserves the 
method of the colorist Veronese, whom he often equals in the 
attractiveness, if not in the conception, of his work. As for 
mythology, it is merely his excuse for modelling in full im- 
pasto and in open daylight the nymphs and the Dianas.”

“ A Spaniard with the wit of a Frenchman, a painter with 
the satire of Goya and the art of his master Meissonier, it is 
no wonder that the d<!but of Zamacois in 1863 was hailed by 
Paris as the rising of a new sun over the horizon of art. The 
artist was then twenty-three years of age, burning with the 
fire of youth and spurred by the daring of an audacious and 
fecund brain. At each succeeding Salon his exhibits widened 
his popularity and augmented his reputation, which was 
crowned in 1870 by his ‘ Education of a Prince,’ a satire so 
bitter and scathing, yet withal so brilliant in its execution, 
that reprobation was disarmed by the genius of which it was 
the evidence. The picture was the swan-song of the artist. 
He died in 1871, having scarcely turned his thirtieth year. 
The life-work that he left formed a series of gems, sparkling 
with wit and color, in which the influence of Meissonier 
showed in a certain decisiveness of handling, but which were 
thoroughly individual and unique.”

TROYON (Constantine) . . . France 

Troyon was bom at Sevres in 1810, and worked in the por¬ 
celain manufactory, as his father had done before him. 
Riocreux, the flower painter there, taught him to draw, and 
at twenty years Troyon was a student of landscape painting 
from nature, with some advice and encouragement from 
Roqueplan, whom he met on one of his sketching tours, and 
who became interested in him. It was as a landscape painter 
that Troyon made his cUbut in the Salon of 1833, and in this 
walk he displayed a sentiment for light and color of the 
first order; but in 1847 he astonished the Salon, after a 
trip to Holland, where he had studied the old Dutch masters 
closely, with a cattle piece so splendid in spirit and so power¬ 
ful in color and vivid realism, that his fame was established

at once. In 1849 he was decorated with the Legion of 
Honor, and the augmentation in the prices and the popularity 
of his works made him rapidly rich. The great school of 
French cattle painting, whose foundation Bracassat had laid, 
Troyon built up. He gave life and soul to the brutes he 
painted. His oxen have the grand movement of nature, his 
cows ruminate the cud and watch you with their soft eyes, his 
sheep bleat an appeal out of the canvas, and the dog which 
guards the flock or travels at the heel of the poacher or the 
gamekeeper only needs to bark to be alive. Poetry saturates 
his art—the humble rustic poetry which becomes majestic 
through its very simplicity. Troyon’s color, his appreciation 
of light, and the ripeness and harmony of tone which char¬ 
acterize his pictures, were sustained to the last. He won 
medal after medal, at Salons and expositions, and enjoyed for 
nearly twenty years an uninterrupted course of honor and 
prosperity. Like Corot, he remained unmarried, content 
with his art, and helpful of the younger talents whom his 
genius attracted to him, and upon whom he made an impres¬ 
sion which one sees reflected still in French art. Sixty master¬ 
pieces from his brush graced the Salon between 1833 and 
1865, which latter year his splendid career passed into a 
splendid memory.

Jean Baptiste Camille Corot was bom in Paris, 1796, the son 
of a prosperous tradesman. Pupil of Michallon and Victor 
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Bertin, and travelled in Italy in 1826. Travelled much in 
France, painting from nature and creating a style out of his 
experiments. Although at first neglected by the public, his 
patrimonial fortune enabled him to live comfortably and paint 
to suit himself. He received medals, 1833, 1848, 1855, 1867 ; 
was given the Legion of Honor in 1846, and became an Officer 
in 1867. He died in Paris in 1875. The influence of Corot 
on the art of our time cannot be overestimated. He lifted 
landscape painting into the realm of idyllic poetry, just as 
Rousseau gave it a tragic, and Diaz a romantic significance. 
Each man painted according to his feelings. The spirit of 
the south which budded in Diaz, the melancholy of an un¬ 
happy life which darkened Rousseau, were replaced in Corot 
by a genial gayety of temperament which reflects itself in his 
works. He was one of the earliest of the men of 1830 to 
receive public recognition, and when success did come to him, 
it atoned for the neglect of the past.

When, however, in 1854, that distinguished 
master was called to take charge of the Academy of Carlsruhe, 
the young artist became a private scholar of the great Norwe- 
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gian landscape painter, Hans Gude, whose influence gave 
the final direction to his genius, and led him to make the 
first of those fruitful voyages to Norway which have had the 
result of linking his name with the beauties of that picturesque 
land, and making both known all over the world. In 1864, 
the only occasion on which he exhibited at the Paris Salon, 
his picture received Mention Honorable , and his work has 
subsequently been medalled at the Expositions of Liege, 
Brussels, and the Centennial in Philadelphia. Many of his 
paintings are in public museums and in the private collections 
of sovereigns. The Grand Duke of Oldenburg, Duke 
Ernest of Saxe-Coburg Gotha, the Emperor Alexander of 
Russia, the Countess of Flanders, and others, are among the 
royal and imperial amateurs who have purchased his pictures.

IVES (C. B.) United States 

A native of Connecticut, but for many years a resident of 
Rome. He made busts of General Scott, William II. 
Seward, and other noted persons. For the American Centen- 
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nial Exhibition he sent 44 Nursing the Infant Bacchus.” lie 
was author of the statue of Trumbull, in marble, in front of 
the new State House at Hartford, Conn. Died, 1895.

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POWERS (Hiram) . . • . United States 

Born at Woodstock, Vermont, July 29, 1805. Died in Flor¬ 
ence, Italy, June 27, 1873. 

In 1817 his parents removed to Cincinnati, where he worked 
with energy and industry at any mechanical employment that 
came to hand. He developed remarkable ingenuity in the 
contrivance of figures moving by machinery to the accom¬ 
paniment of music. A bust of Napoleon, by Canova, having 
come under his notice, he was excited by the desire to be¬ 
come a sculptor, for which art he had had no further training 
than was supplied by instruction in the taking of plaster casts 
from models, in which he had been taught by a Prussian ac¬ 
quaintance. Assisted by Mr. Longworth, he went to Wash¬ 
ington, and there found sufficient employment in making 
busts to enable him to lay up a little money toward getting to 
Italy. Assisted by Colonel Preston and Mr. Longworth, he 
went to Italy in 1837, and settled down into what was to 
prove a life-long residence. His work consisted largely in the 
making of busts, in which field he gained a wide popularity 
in Europe as well as in his native country. In 1843 he pro¬ 
duced the statue of the Greek Slave, a work which had an 
immense success, fixed his reputation the world over, and 
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gave a great impetus to the slowly growing culture of art in 
this country. The question of slavery was just then taking 
on new importance in America, and Powers’s Greek Slave 
played no small part in the fray. Mrs. Browning wrote a son¬ 
net to the statue, and drew from it an argument for the doing 
away with all slavery.

East griefs but West, and strike and shame the strong,

Born at Bordeaux, August 21, 1808. His parents were banished 
from Spain on account of political troubles, and at ten years of age Diaz 
was left an orphan in a strange country. At fifteen years of age he was 
apprenticed to a niaker of porcelain, where his talent first displayed itself. 
He quarrelled with and left his master, and subsequently spent several 
years in most bitter poverty. After his ability as a most wonderful colorist 
was recognized, Diaz painted and sold many pictures, working even too 
constantly, as if endeavoring by the accumulation of a vast fortune to 
avenge the poverty of his youth. Medals, 1844, 1846, 1848. Legion of 
Honor, 1851. Died, from the bite of a viper, November 18, 1876. Di¬ 
ploma to the Memory of Deceased Artists {Exposition Universe lie) 1878 
In the group of painters beyond the average, Diaz de la Peha was the 
great artist of the fantastical. Anything served him as a pretext for bring¬ 
ing to light his marvellous aptitude as a colorist. He rendered the enchant¬ 
ments of the landscape flooded with sunshine or the forest plunged in 
luminous twilight, with beams filtering through the thick leafage; he 
dazzled the eye with all the seductions of a grand colorist; by these 
obvious qualities, which affect even the uninitiated spectator, he got closer 
to the latter than any other painter of his time. He was the grand 
virtuoso of the palette, making sport of difficulties. With him everything 
was of the first impulse; his work was thrown off with brio; the enchant¬ 
ment of the color carries it along. We can imagine him in the solitudes of 
the forest of Fontainebleau, making the wooden leg resound on the earth 
and singing with all his lungs to let off his exuberant nature.”
